use 

Notwithstanding the low fees charged 
from subscribers the Stockholm General 
Telephone company is able to pay a 
large annual dividend to its sharehold- | 
ors, many of whom are among the most 
prominent men in the kingdom. Engin

signing homes, and not sacrifice 
j interior arrangement for exterior 
show, which is distasteful to the culti- 
vatedeye, To bo satisfactory, & house 
! must be planned with special reference 
to the needs of tye occupants, and such 
houses are really the most pleasing in 
appearance as they clearly show the use 
for which they were intended, Many of 
our houses are ugly because of their lack 
of proportion and ‘harmony of oxpres- 
sion, and others are ruined more by an 
excess of “tacked on ornament” than by 
too little. The beauty of a house lies in 
its proportions ; and an attractive out- 
Hine costs no more than that which is 
ugly. ‘Tho accompanying illustration, 
designed by E. A. Payne, architect,pre- 
sents a simple, straight-forward build- 
ing. It haa a tower of moderate dimen- 
sions, but the details are not rich, they 


. are nob expensive, and itis not obtru- 


sive. The outline is simple, and the 
goneral finishing of the house is of a 
modest charac It is a compara- 
tively inexpensive building, and one 


; which would reflect credit on those who 


would have the good taste to build 
it. Ithaselght main rooms, conveni- 
ently and economically arranged, It is 


economical in matter of cost, expense 


; of furnishing and labor of caring for it. 


There is no waste or useless space. On 
the ground floor there is sufficient room 
to meet the requirements of comfort- 
able living, and at the same time any 
social requirements. The reoms are 
well shaped, proportioned to cach other 
and a mle air of light and cheerful- 
ness preyades the house. The building

is set well above the grade and entered 
from the front by a porch through a 
vestibule into the sitting-room. This 
room is of good size, with the addition

together making a very cozy reading 


nook. The general aspect of the room 
is enlivened by an open grate, To the 
right is the parlor of the same size, and 
back of this is the dining-room.

SWEET CORN FOR FODDER.

corn, because my onsilage corn (Pride 
of the North) will not fill the silo, If 
you advise putting itin would you put 
t in top, middle or bottom “of the 
silo? I have soven acres of onallage 
corn and five of Stowell'’s evergreen, 
Tho evergreen I intended feeding out 
of the field to the cows this autumn, but 
could save half of it to put in silo if ad. 
visable.

ty enguiry, John 
Sweet corn doos 
not mako nearly 80 sweet or good en- 
silage as othor varicties, not owing, as 
you suppose, to too much sugar in the 
stalks but to lack of it, Sweet corn ta 
the most dostitute of sugar of all 
varioties, the sugar being in the grain 
with little starch, which accounts for 
the wrinkling up of the kernela when 
they are dried. So ix the ferment of 
the silo, being destitute to a large ex. 
tontof the elements that produce the 
mild lactic acid ferment, the undesir- 
able acetic acid ferment is promoted 
and sour enailage results; and it is for 
this very reason that the use of sweet 
corn is almost universally discarded {na 
the making of onsilage, though when 
fed from the field or shock it is a most 
valuable soiling crop. For all that, we 
would put the sweet corn into the silo, 
but last, and have it tho tirat fed, so 
that the better ensilage will be at tho 
last feeding. 

If the sweet corn is not in tho pits 
before this reaches you, I would advise 
you to wet itdown as it goes into the 
pits and get rapid ferment and more 
compact settling of the mass, which 
means better ensilage. You can do this 
with very little trouble and no expense 
by mounting a fifteen gallon keg on top 
of the cutting box and over the knives, 
and keeping it filled with water by a 
hose or otherwise. Bore a small hole at 
the bottom of the keg and put in a small 
tube of some kind with a sprinkler from 
a garden watering pot affixed and so 
adjucted that about four or five gallons 
of water will be sprinkled on to each ton 
ofthe cut ensilage as it falls into the 
carrier from the knives,and inthe going 
up ete falling into the silo this 
water will be perfectly mixed with the 
fodder. Tho result will be that the en- 
silage wlll settle very compactly, heat 
up very quickly, and if the ensilage is 
kept two feet or more higher at the 
walls than in the centre when filling, 
there will be no need of very much 
tramping along the walls or sides; and 
when all the ensilage is in and well 
leveled down, leave it uncovered, On 
the third day give ita thorough tramp- 
ing all over, and then sprinkle over the 


gallons of water, and the silo and ensil- 
age will have the most perfect cover that 
has yet been invented, 


Fattoning Swine at Small Cost. 


Haphazard methods must not prevail 
if we would fatten swine quickly and 
economically. We should feed all the 
fat-producing food that can be properly 
assimilated, but there is 
great danger of excess in this direction. 
Too much will cause the hogs to become 
cloyed, they will lose their appetites, 
tho digestive organs will be overwork- 
ed, anda general inaction of the ani- 
mal’s functions will ensue, resulting in 
a loss of weight instead of a gain, and 


“thus defeating the feeders's purpose, 


Of course, corn is the usual fattening 
grain, but itisso highly carbonaceous 
than when fed exclusively, the difflcul- 
ties mentioned above are almost 
sure to appear. Hogs will 
and profitably digest more corn if 
one-fourth of the grain ration is compos- 
ed of wheat bran, Roots must not be 
forgotten ; turnips, beets, potatoes or 
carrots, whon mashed or sliced, afford a 
most desirable supplement toa diet of 
corn. They are cooling and laxative, 
and materially aid and promote diges- 
tion. Ihave no doubt that swine will 
fatten much more rapidly and at less 
when allowed a little branand a few 
roots, than when confined to a diet of 
corn, The season best adapted to the 
fattening of animals is the moderately 
cool weather of autumn, ayoiding the 
waste necessary in severe woather 
caused by the increased quantity of 
food which is required to maintain tho 
animal heat.

Waa killed while attempting to adjust 
& belt in the mill yesterday afternoon, 

The belt running from the main shalt 
to the machine of which Spence had 
charge slipped from the pulley, and 
Spence attempted by means of a stout 
stick to replace it while the machinery 
wae in rapid motion, The stick became 
entangled with the running belt, and, 
being jerked violently from Spence’s 
houds, passed over the pulley aud was 
thrown back again with terrific force, 
striking Spence fairly on the chest over 
the lett long, crushing the ribs. 

He fell as though struck with a rifle 
ball, and when his fellow-workmen pick- 
ed him up the blood was gushing from 
hie mouth and nose in on olarming mau- 
ner.

FORMATION OP SILVER MINES. 


How Nature Accamutates

The process hy which nature forms 
her silver mines is very interesting. It 
must be rememebered that the earth's 
crust is fullof water, which percolates 
everywhere through the rocks, making 
solutions of elements obtained from 
them. These chemical solutions take 
up small pa es of the precious metal, 
which thoy find here and there. Some- 
times the solutions in question are hot, 
the water having got so far down as to 
be set boiling by the internal heat of 
the globe Then they rush upward, 
piston up the bits of metal as they go. 
Naturally heat assists the performance 
of this operation. 

Now and then the streams thus form- 

ed, perpetually flowing hither and thither 
below the ground, fp through cracks 
or cavities in the roe where they de- 
posit their loads of silver. This is kept 
up for agreat length of time—perhaps 
thousands of vears—until the fissure or 
pocket is filled up. Crannies permeat- 
ng the stony mass in every direction

at the Funeral of 
of Kuss! 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 8, 
solemn of religious services were held at 
noon yesterday in the church at Livadia, 
to which the body of Alexander IIL wan 
removed the previous night. 

The services were attended by Emperor 
Nicholas, the Cearina and the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, tho representatives of 
various foreign powers and many othera. 
The Cear was deeply affected. At the 
couclusion of the service» and after the 
royal visitors present and the troops had 
viewed the body, the populace were 
formed in line aud filed past the coffin 
to take a farewell look at their dead 
ruler. Many of those who looked upon 
the face of therdead Cear were visibly 
affected, and expressions of sorrow were 
heard on all sides. 

The cortege left the church at 8 o'clock. 
The procession was headed. by the chief 
of the palace police and the master of 
ceremonies, both mounted, followed by 
numerous troops of soldiers. Following 
the coffin came the Crear and his suite, 
the Prince of Wales and the Russian 
Grand Dukes, then tho Cearina and the 
Grand Ducheas in mourning coaches, 
The entire route of the procession was 
lined with troops. Upon the arrival of 
the cortege at Yalta prayers were of- 
fered for the repose of the soul of the 
dead Emperor, and a salute was fired 
from the shore and the ships in the har- 
bor, The coffin was placed on board 
the cruiser Pamiat Merkoria, and the 
journey to Sebastopol was begun. The

THE ARCTIC CLIMATE. 


Lord Kelvin'’s Th 


ory Concerning the 
Changes it

Spotting a Criminal 


The system, which was invented by 
M. Fertillon, consists in recording the 
measurement of divers bony parts of the 
human frame—parts which do not alter 
with any change which age or accident 
or device may make in the muscular 
tissue, and are not affected by the sub- 
sequent thinness or corpulence of the 
individual, These measurements are: 
Full height, height when sitting, length 
and breadth of the skull, length of 
middle and little fingers of left hand 
length of left forearm and foot, and full 
stretch of the arms; the length and 
width of right ear, the color of the hair 
and eyes, and any scars, moles, etc , on 
hands, arms, face, and bust are also 
accurately recorded. With these data 
M. Bertillon is ablo to establish the iden- 
tity of any criminal who has been 
through his hands. 

The way in which he accomplishes 
this is ingenious, and merits some ex- 
planation, He divides each measure- 
ment into three classeg—the large, the 
medium and the small. We will suppose 
that he has 90,000 sets of measurements 
before him to classify, He eommences 
by the length of the head, selecting the 
measurement because the skull of the 
adult never grows, and the measurer 
cannot be deceived as ha might be in 
taking the full height of the body. By 
this means he js enabled to reduce the 
90,000 into three categories of about 80,- 
000 each. 

The width of the head is treated in 
the same manner, and the classes are 
reduced to 10,000 each with broad, me- 
dium, or narrow skulls, The length of 
the middle finger provides another 
divisor, and further reduces each class 
to 3,800. By the length of the left foot 
the divisions are brought down to about 
1,100 each, andthe length of the fore- 
arm reduces thom to less than 460 each. 
The original 90,000 has thus been divid- 
ed inte 243 groups, each containing ho- 
tween 800 or 400. Thit number ts still 
too large for working purposes, and so 
the 400 persons are divided Into three 
more classes, of about 14) each, accord- 
ing as they are tall, short or of medium 
height.

Coffee has been found by « German 
investigator to possess markes germi- 
cidal properties. Pre coffee of the 
ordinary strength in which it is utilized 
asa beverage

substances seem to be developed in the 
coffee-bean by the roasting process. 

An English paper tells of a Manches- 
ter man who carries on his person a com- 
plete museum of eluctric appliances, in- 
cluding a burglar-alarm—or, rather a 
pocket-alarm—system. 
steal his scarf-pin or watch rings a tiny 
bell ; a fine platinum coil furnishes the 
means of lighting a cigar regardless of 
the weather; and an incandescent lam 
at the end of a cane furnishes very 
light when needed. The needful electric 
plant weighs only about twenty-two 
ounces. 

What is possibly the oldest steam en- 
gine in the world has just been discover- 
ed in Fairbottom Valley, near Oldham, 
England, rusting away in the open air, 
where it had been erected early in the 
last century for pumping purposes It 
was built by Newcomen in 1705, and is 
of the single acting type known by his 
name, the steam being admitted only 
on one side of the piston and condensed 
directly in the cylinder by the injection 
of water. It is to be hoped that the in- 
teresting old relic will be preserved in 
some way. 

Pictet, the French chemist, whose 
recen: researches on the properties and 
behavior of various substances at ex- 
tremely low temperatures have attract- 
edso much attention, now finds that 
phosphorescent bodies cease to glow 
under such circumstances, Where 
powdered sulfid of Hme—the material 
used in the so-called “luminous paint" — 
was placed in a tube, it glowed as usual 
in the dark after exposure to the sun's 
rays, bat whon the tube was lowered into 
liquid nitrous oxid at —140° F., the glow 
was quenched. The phosphorescence 
did not reappear at once when the tube 
was removed from the cold liquid, but it 
returned when the sulfid had become 
heated again. 

Herr Bocter, an ex-lientenant in the 
German army, now tells ua that vege-

SCIENCE AND PROGRESS. 


To Pump Coal to Market by Crushing 
It und Mixing Te With | 
Water 

The pumping of coal to market, by 
crushing the stuff and mixing it wit 
water, is now bing discnssed in the 
scientific journals as a racticable | 
method, and itis suggested shat not 
merely the vast heaps of culm which | 
are now going to waste in the mining: 
regions, but, in fact, the whole output 
of the mines, might thus be sent to the | 
consumer the great recommendation of 
the plan being its ecouomy—that ts, 
coal could be “pumped to market,” it is 
declared, for one-tenth the cost of rail 
transportation, if there be a steady de- 
manor emt still another gain,it is claim- 
ed, would be secured by the adoption of 
such a system, namely, that it would be 
unnecessary to avoid producing a large 
proportion of “slack” or culin. The ad- 
vocates of this plan estimate that coal 
could be reduced to dust for from three 
to five cents a ton, and washed | 
tree from pyrites, slate, and other im-| 
purities for five conta more, this latter 
process also leaving it in a greatly im- | 
proved condition and increasing its 
market value. Thus prepared the plan 
is to mingle the material with its own 
weight of water, and then force it 
through pipes as is practiced with oil. 
It is assumed that coal, being lighter 
than most other minerals, and but little 
heavier than water, would remain in | 
suspension easily, absence of grit would | 
prevent erosion of the pipes, and nothing | 
of value could be withdrawn trom the 
coal by soaking. Moist coal, when ex- 
posed to the air, deteriorates rapidly 
and is liable to spontaneous combus- 
tion, but so long as the fuel is kept under | 
water in settling basins these drawbacks | 
would not be experienced ; if not to be 
used at once, the coal would be stored in 
this way stirred up again before 
pumping to consumers.

IN OUR CELLESTIAL SPHERE, 


Are Countless New and Distant Worlds | 
Beyond Commutation. 


Galileo, in his ‘‘Sidereal Messenger,” 
made a map of eighty new stars which 
he had discovered inthe constellatian 
of Orion’s belt and the “Sword” and 
since then astronomer after astronomer 
as is well known, has added yarious 
groups and galaxies to the 2,000 or 8,000 
conspicuous stars of tho first six magni- 
tudes which can always be seen with 
the naked eye. 

It iscurious and not complimentary 
to the good sense of mankind that those 
stars should have been looked upon as 
merely intended to spangle the sky 
and give light at night. As lamps they 
were always a failure. 

Sixty times the total starlight on the 
clearest night would not equal the 
iHumination given by the moon, and 
83,000,000 times their radiance would 
be required to equal sunlight. Yet the 
stars which are seen even by a power- 
ful telescope are Low known to be only 
an insignificant proportion of those actu- 
ally existing inside, ‘visible space," 

Telescopic photography, as practiced 
to-day in all the observatories, r ‘ 
in almost every apparently blank region 
of the celestial sphere, countless new 
and distant worlds, lying far beyond all 
methods of mortal computation and 
measurement, 

The only foot rule with which we can 
at all estimate the scale of distances in 
the “visible universe” is light. This 
travels along the ether at the rate of 

,000 miles in a second, so that the 

5 receive from the sun left 
his surfac ght minutes before i¢ haa 
reached our 8. 

By ingenious processes based on com- 
plex arithmetic. astronomers haye de- 
termined the distance of abouty eighty 
stars, and the nearest of all of them to 
our system is Alpha Centauri. 

The radiance of this star takes, how- 
ever, about four years to reach human 
vision, while that which we perceive 
from Alpha Taura or Aldebaran was 
projected from its glittering source 
twenty-seven years ago,and most of 
those seen deeper in the night sky are | 
80 far offthefr present light left them 
800 or 400 years back. 

Many are to-day visible whose beams 
have traveled to our gaze only after a! 
lapse of thousands of years, and thore 
must beradiant streams now on their 
way from heavenly bodies in the ompy- 
rean which will only reach thecyos ofour 
very far off poster{ty.—North American 
Review.

Tho Japanese crui- 
sera found themsdlyes more than equal 
to the two bigeUhineso ships. 

From this same officer 1 learned that 
the nat fault with the Japanese tac- 
tica anf the real renson why they have 
not by this time reduced China to sub- 
mission {& their indisposition to follow 
up tho advantages they have obtained. 
They are too discreet. ‘They seem to 
overlook the fact that, although ppled 
themselves, the Chineso are worse off 
than they, and could not afford to con- 
tinue the battle. Vhere have been 
one or two occasions of this kind since 
the beginuing of hostilities, when they 
could have delivered a final and crushing 
blow had they followed up their advan- 
tag 

WILL Wait for Russia, 

Paris, Noy. 9.—The Echo de Paris in 
an article on the proposed settloment of 
tho Chinago4Jayxineso troubles says 
France will not reply to the proposals 
to intervene for the purpose of effecting 
o settlement of the war until she shall 
have Iearned Oxactly what are Russia's 
thoughts and hopes regarding the mat- 
ter. 


London, Noy. 9.—The Central News 
says that England and other powers 
have urged China to make her peace pro- 
posals directly to Japan, and to nego- 
tiate at once for the cessation of the 
war, Japan has promised to receive 
the overtures in a benevolent spirit.

tended for him, but for the men who had 
refused ao follow hia leadership, and 
whom he himself was forced to rebuke 
for their failure to obey the mandate of 
the cloctors, 

Mr. Cleveland, he said, felt more than 
ever he waa the President of the people, 
that he owed nothing to the politicians, 
and that if they had ‘been shipwrecked 
after refusing to follow the course he 
was ordered to sail by the people, it did 
not reflect upon him and could in no 
manner injuro him in the eateem of the 
great mass of the American voters,

Dy rigidly following this 
diot she has taken off forty pounds of 
flesh, aid has every reason to bulieve 


that she can take off ten more within 
another month, Two quarts of milk 
tuken daily, in amall quantities, at short 
intervals of an hour or so, is her rule, 
and aftor cach drink rhews gun, 
taking a Sresh plecs every time. She 
abstalns entirely from any other food or 
drink, and declares that’ the departing 
of flesh leave no wrinklos behind. 
The cream which rises on the milk is 
used as a face lotion, with charming re- 
sults. Miss Lewis is showered with lot- 
ters and besieged with calls from fleshy 
women who are willing to sacrifice all 
their worldly possessions for a form like 
hors. Tn an interview she says: 

“My face was getting dreadfully fat,” 
she said, “when I tried those walks. I 
didn’t care so much for my form, but 
the folding jowls worried me. So { got 
aheavy woollen sweater, which came 
ut to my ears, and then pulled a thick 
‘Tam O'Shanter cap down over my face. 
I also put on a heavy woollen skirt, and 
thus attired on the hottest days of an 
Easternsummer I would walk from the 
bathhouse to Coney Island and return, a 
distance of seven miles." 

“After the tramp I rolled in the surf 
an hour or 80, and continued myself to a 
diet of lean, underdone beef. But the 
result was the same asin the gymna- 
sium.

“Where it is impossible to get skim 
milk I use it fresh, diluted with lime 
water, and that makes more trouble for 
me, for the lime water passes for 


n. 

“I'm thinking of opening the Jef- 
freys Lewis Antl-Fat Institute,’ she 
says, “for the reduction of fleshy- fe- 
males, with myselt as the living exam- 
ple. It would bsa grand thing for the 
women ifthey would take the treat 
ment and stick to it. Within the pay 
few days I have received nearly fifty 
letters all from women who wish to 
grow thin. They have seen me,and the 
change surprised them. Why. I was 
once 80 fatthat was ashamed of my- 
self, and I either had to reduce orleaye 
the stage. 1t requiredjwill power to give 
up the good things of life for skim milk 
by the spoonful, but I did it, and you 
can see the result. Solid food has no 
temptation for me now, and I can sit at 
the dinner table and take my milk with- 
out eee . 

The ladies who haye tried this unique 
method of reducing flesh have found it 
a very rapid process, After two weeks 
of the milk diet their clothes have to be 
taken in, and in three months they seem 
never to have been made for them at 
all. Before trying tho skim-milk diet 
Miss Lewis took a course of athletics 
under a professor, who was supposed to 
know how to make her thin. She walk- 
ed, pulled weights, and swung clubs, 
and gained flesh at the rapid rate of five 

jounds a week. Long walks were tried, 
pe to no purpose.—New York Sunday 
Sun.

Hard-working people, too, are in- 
atinctively afraid of surfeits, knowin, 
from experience, it not trom Schrodt’s 
Hygiene, that they cannot do their work 
well while all the vital energies of the 
system are monopolized by the digestive 
organs, Gormands, he thinks, should 
try the effect of exciting work or sport 
asa trick for deafening the ear to the 
sound of the dinner-horn and cheating 
the esurient stomach out of the coveted 
surfeit. “Have you ever noticed,’ he 
asks, “how frequent habitual gluttony 
is among idlers, and how rare among’ 
busy people? With wrong eating, as 
distinct, from overeating, it is frequent- 
ly the reverse, and workingmen as a 
class, suffer less from insuflicient then 
from ill-selected food, though in many 
such cases their poverty and not their 
will consents. Well-to-do sinners have 
no valid excuse, and the moral cowardice 
that makes us swallow ruinous liquors 
and made dishes to avoid a breach of 
etiquette is really much more unpardon- 
able than the folly that tempts a young 
woman to sacrifice her health ou the 
altar of fashion.”

Transit of Mercury 

Mr. A. Shearing, ot this city, informs 
uathatin spite of the cloudiness of the 
sky on Saturday he had several very in- 
teresting views ofthe transit of Mercury 
with his telescope (which has a clear aper- 
ture of 4 loches and a quarter), He obtain- 
ed his first view at half-past eleven and 
bad a succession of the same for about 
fen minutes through the rifts in theclouds. 
The planet was then well on the sun's 
disk, then occured a total obscuration 
uatil LO minutes past 12 when the sun 
came brightly into view for 6 minutes fol« 
lowed by partial obscuration until twenty- 
five minutes to one, when the clouds bes 
came dense and the sun was seen no more

Miwouri, Kansas & Texas 
train at Wybank, 11 miles south ot 
Wagoner. 

On the train being sidetracked the en- 
ginecr and fireman, seeing the bandits, 
stopped the tram and took to the woods, 
#0 that the robbera were unable to uae 
them in forciug the messenger to opon 
the oxprees car, The gang proceeded to 
place dynamite on ther tricks of the ex- 
press and baggage cara, Fivo sticks of 
dynamite were exploded, but only re - 
sulted in blowing holes in the bottoms 
of the cars. One of the gang then en- 
tered the smoking car, while three on 
each side of it kept up a fusilade of bul- 
lets through the car, The robber who 
entered, levelling his gun on a young 
man from Indiana woated near the front 
of tho car, ordered him to carry a sack 
into whioh the other passengers were 
told to throw their valuables, The rob- 
ber, with his gun, and the young Hoosier 
in advance, passed down the 
train, everybody but the  wo- 
men contributing liberally. The robbor 
Was not satisfied, however, shouting that 
not enough watches wore coming in and 
turned over the cushions of every seat, 
whore he found many hidden  watehes, 
Having passed through all the cara, tho 
sleeper included, with a farewell volloy 
the robbers left, taking the young Hoosier 
with them, 4 fow minutes later the paa- 
#enger returned, stating that the robbers 
had taken him a quarter of a mile and 
then turned him loose, It was a hard 
matter to find the engincer and firemen, 
even after the robbers had gone, as they 
Wore afraid of a sudden return of the 
gong.

NOVEMBER ON THE FARM. 


Pounded Bone as u Fertilixer—Shelter 
for Animals, 


If bones cannot be reduced toa vei 
fine condition pound them, or brea 
them to pieces in some manner and 
place them around the grape vines, 
about six inches deep in the soil. They 
may also be used around trees. But 
little benefit will be derived from coarse 

ieces of bone for a year or two, but it 
is better to thus utilize them than to al- 
low them to accumulate into unsightly 
heaps. 

Shelter is the most important matter 
connected with farming. The capital 
invested in shelter enables the farmer 
to save food by keeping the animals 
warm. When the winter is severe the 
animals require more food than in sum— 
mer in order to create sufficiont warmth 
to protect the bodies from cold. The 
more an animal is exposed the more 
heat must be created.and additional food 
will be necessary. Cgmfortable stock 
will increase more rapidly in weight 
than if given no shelter, and the gain to 
the farmer in the saving of food and the 
freedom from disease of the flock or herd 
will return a fair profit on the inyest- 
ment in shelter.

Origin of the Flo 


A very noteworthy contribution bas 
lately beon made by Prof. Prestwich, 
an English geologist, to the literature 
drawn forth by the long-mooted ques- 
tion ag to a possible cause for the flood 
or its origin. Dr, Prestwich describes 
atmuch length the various phenomena 
which came under his observation dur 
ing many years of geological research 
in Europe and the coasts of the Mediter- 
ranean, among these special reference 
being made to finding the flints of the 
drift to be of two classes, viz., one with 
bones of animals carved and inter 
spersed with the remains of man, and 
the other, termed by him the ‘rubble- 
drift,” containing bones of animals of 
all ages and kinds in vast heaps.

The Conditioning House. 


There is in Bradford, England, a pe- 
culiar establishment in the interests of 
manufacturers, known as the condition- 
ing house, the only one of its kind in 
the kingdom: it is here that the true 
weight, length and condition of articles 
of trade and industry are determined 
scientifically—yarns, wools, pieces, &c, 
Samples are taken from yarious parts 
of lots, so. as to insure o fair average, 
and, the weight of the samples when 
absolutely dry having been ascertained 
the standard per cent, of moisture is 
added to it to give the correct invoice 
weight. The counts of yarns are ascer- 
tained by the correct measurement of 
the _ yards contained in one 
pound avyoirdupois of yarn in stan- 
dard condition, as ascertained from sep- 
arate hanks or hobbies, and the scales 
upon which the yarnis weighted are 
aijusted to one milligram, The strength 
of yarns is determined by the average 
of at least five separate tests of eighty 
yards in one lea on a fifty-four inch reel, 
that is, one-seventh of a hank, worsted ; 
the twist is determined by the average 
of ten separate tests of ten inches each 
to form one test, and the lengths of 
hanks are calculated by measuring, 
without overlapping, ona reol,the exact 
length and with the tension regulated 
for each count.

he food purveyors made a most 
striking display ; the truiterers exposed 
on flat tray bananas, pineapples, 
melons, figs, pears (the latter beautiful 
to the sight, but hard and tasteless), to- 
gether with many Chinese fruits, whose 
shapes and tastes were familiar to me 
but whose names I knew not. Some of 
these fruits were most artistically peel- 
ed, pineapple pecling being quite an 
art. A great variety of vegetables was 
offered for sale. Among them were the 
white shoots of the bamboo, which 
seemed to be a favorite article of diet. 
But to what use, indeed, may not this 
wonderful grass be put? From it China- 
men make almost everything conceiv- 
able ; hats, cloaks, sheets, carpets, roofs, 
buildings, baskets, chairs, Coe alas 
goles, fishing-tools—the list might be 
prolonged ad infinitum. And then they 
oat it as well. 

Preserving ginger in many forms was 
a noticeable trade. The roots were 
washed and left in water, and as an 
English cook treats potatoes before boil- 
ing them. A numberof men and women 
holding a two-pronged fork in each hand 
sat around a table with the tubs of gin- 
ger roots out of the water, and, laying 
them on the table, pierced them all over 
yery rapidly with both forks until quite 
soft. The pierced roots were then put 
into another tub, where they were 
boiled in syrup. The ginger went 
through various minor processes, until 
eventually it was packed in the earth- 
enware jars in which itis sold in Eu- 
ropean shops. The whole process was 
certainly a clean ont, and the smell of 
the aromatic root in preparation was 
both grateful and pleasant. 

In the bakers’ shops I saw nothing cor- 
responding to our European loaf; solid- 
looking little yellow patties, slabs of

Although more oF less prevalent 
throughout the year, pneumonia is po 
cullarly dangerous during the opening 
months of wintor, With the first frosts 
avery marked incroase takes place in 
the number of cases, and during this 
cold, damp weather extra precautions 
should bo taken, 

Pnoumonia is probably 
anearth germ, and when

Lack of personal hygiene is the chief \ 
predisposing causo of the disease. Ir- 
rogular hours, insufficient nourishment, 
ayapepels xcessive fatigue or some 
disease which has lowered the gonoral 
tone of the system, all weaken the power 
of resisting the pneumonic germ, When 
the system is run down, a sudden ex- 
postire to cold may prove fatal, while in 
a normal condition of body it would be 
thrown off. An instance which recently 
came under my observation will serve 
to illustra‘e the importance of regularity 
in tocals os a safeguard against diseass. 

Two young ladies of my acquaintance 
wer traveling in a railway car, next to 
& man just recovered from smallpox, as 
was afterwards found out. One of them 
had risen early and had breakfasted ; 
the other had risen late and had not. 
The one who had not eaten caught the 
| disease and the other escaped. The 
| ladies wero twins and almost exactly 
simiitr in physique and temperament, 
and, in my opinion, the temporary 
| weakening of the syatem, caused by the 
omission of the morning meal, account- 
ed for the disease being able to obtain a 
foothold. 

There are three periods during which 
the susceptibility to pneumonia is great- 
est, They, are early childhood, that is 
up toseven years of age, between the 
ages of twenty and forty and after sixty, 
The power of resistance against. pneu- 
monia grows much feebler after sixty 
years of age, and nine-tenths of the 
cases prove fatal. 

In New York we have a good deal of 

northeast wind during November and 
December and the cold, damp weather 
it generally brings is very favorable to 
the contraction of ‘colds’ and the sub- 
sequent development of pneumonia, 
The grip left its victims very predis- 
posed to pneumonia and it still exists to 
some extent ina modified form. This 
is the disease with which pneumonia 
most readily combines, but itis found 
in combination with diphtheria, typhoid 
fever, measles, scarlet fever and many 
others. 

When.a severe, or sudden chill has 
been contracted the main thing is to 
act quickly, and many.a serious illness 
can be averted and valuable life saved 
by a little intelligence coupled with 
promptitude, If possible, send for a 
doctor immediately, and meanwhile take 
ten grains of quinine and five drops ot 
spirits of camphor Tay little water or on 
a lump of sugar. Those does are for an 
adult. Then soak the feet in hot water 
and jump into bed. Simple as these 
rémédies.are, they have nipped in the 
bud many prospective cases .of

The care taken of the outside of the 
body must be supplemented by the same 
caro ofthe inside. A moderate diet, 
wholesome food, plenty of rest, regular 
hours, will keep the whole system in 

‘ood order and enable it to throw off 
the germs of disease, which can onl, 
obtain a footing when debilitation af- 
fords an entrance for the disease and a 
fruitful soil for its development.—Cyrus

Cleaning St, Paul's 

Every few years somebody raises the 
question whether St. Paul's Cathedral in 
zondon ought not tobe cleaned from 
the soot with which it is encrusted, and 
restored to something like its primitive 
whiteness. Some time agonn experi- 
ment of the sort was made on one of the 
porticos, whieh forthwith assumed a 
mottled or piebald appearance. Now 
the matter has come up for discussion 
again, and the following interesting 
{point is made ina letter to The Times 
by a well-known architect; “I bave bad 
the opportunity, when examining some 
of our Londo! 
removing the coat of dirt with a 
view of seeing the condition of 
the stone under it, and have found it 


to be perdecks The casing of dirt 
appearec 
dust, which had adhered to the stone 


{(only the outer coat of all being grey 
plsee) All the deleterious chemicals 
must have gone out of the lower layer, 
so that the dirt was a perfect protec- 
tion. If it were all cleaned off, the 
stone would be subjected to the strong 
chemicals in our London atmosphere, 
It must be remembered that thia dirt 
only adheres to the parts which are not 
completely washed by the rain, and that 
itis just these parts, therefore, which 
are in most noed of protection, It at 
some future time the atmosphere of 
! London should be as pure as the atmos: 
phere of the country is now, it might be 
wise to act on the suggestion, but until 
that time comes I sincerely trust that no 
auch experiment will be tried.”

His relatives endeavored to ronvince 
him of bia error and tried to get him to 
#0 to bed. He insisted on sitting up alt 
night. Late at night the family retired 
leaving Thomas in ao rocking-chair, At 3 
o'clock this morning hia sister Mary was 
awakened by a scream from her mother, 
Sho found her mother lying on the floor, 
while Thomaa stood above her brandish- 
ing on ax. The floor waa covered with 
blood and from an adjoining room ber 
other brother James could be hoard moan- 
ing. The girl ran through the house and 
finding all the doors locked opened 
window and jumped to the ground, She 
remained under the window and oa her 
maning brother made no pt- 
tempt to follow her sho stood 
and watched him at his murderous 
work. The murderer seized 4 can of coal 
oil, and after pouring it over the floor 
ond furniture set it on fire. He then 
drow o butcher knife acrow# his throat 
and fell by the side of his dead mother. 
The girl attempted to extinguish the 
flames, but they spread so quickly that 
in losa than 10 minutes the house was 
completely enveloped. .The screams of 
the girl awakened the neighbors, and 
they rushed to the scene, but the flames 
had finished the work which the maniac 

commenced, When tho blazing wood 
had cooled sufficiently to allow a search 
of the ruined home, the charred bodies 
of Mr. Porterchack, her youngest daugh- 
ter and son James, which had been hor- 
ribly mutilated, were found.

WHEN BIGAMY IS NOT BIGAMY. 
An Important Decision Made By Chief 
Justice Armour, 

Toronto, Noy. 20. — Benjamin 
Plowman, the Weston tanner, 
did not commit/bigamy when he married 
Matilda Dixon at Detroit in May, 1893, 
although at the time he had a wile 
living in Canada, Plowman was con- 
victed by o jury at the York Assizes, but 
Judge McDougall reserved the caso for 
the Divisional Court, and it came up yes- 
terday. ‘ 

The act says: Bigamy is on act by 
® person, who, being married, goes 
through a form of marriage with any 
other person in any part of the world, 

Lawyer Du Vernet argued that the 
portion “in any part of the world’ was 
beyond the power of the Dominion Goy- 
ernment, The argument waa followed by 
this remark from Chief Justice Armour: 
“This conviction should be quashed, It 
Appears to mo that the Government is 
powerless to punish bigamists when the 
second marriage ceremony is performed 
in a foreign country, The British Parlia- 
ment might provide that if a British 
subject married in another country he 
could be punished if hoe returned. The 
Parliament is in # sifhordinate position, 
Its jurisdiction is territorially limited 
to within ita own borders.” 
Falconbridge concurred. 

This decision overruloa the judgment 
of Chancellor Boyd in Queen v_ Brierly 
and has the effect of rendering unpunish- 
able any married man or woman who de- 
sires to escape the cost of a Canadian 
divorce, marry in the United States and 
return.

A MOTH-CATCHING PLANT. 


It Closes Its Jaws and Catches its Vioe 
thn, 

A New Zoaland correspondent sug 
rests that the ravages of certain lirvie 
in some countries, might be wntly re 
stricted by the introduction of the New 
Zealand moth catching plant, ‘araugia 
albens."” This plant, which is a native 
of southern Afriva, was introduced to 
New Zealand quite accidentally about 

n years ago, and since thon it has 
been extensively propagated there, on 
account of its effective service as a kill 
er of destructive moths, Wherever the 
climate is mild the plant isan exeead 
ingly free grower; it twines aud climbs 
with great luxuriance, and produces 
immense numbers of white or pinkish 
flowers, which have a very agreeable 
scont These flowers attract innume 
able moths, On a summer evening a 
heage of araugia will be covered by a 
perfect cloud of moths, and in the 
morning there will not be asingle flower 
that dows not imprison one or two, and 
sometimes as many as four insects of 
various sizes and genera, Tho action 
of tho ‘‘araugia” is purely mechanical 
Tho calyx of the flower is rather deep, 


and the receptacle for its sweet juices Is 
placed nt ity base, Attracted by the 


powerful scent and the pre et of 
honey, the moth dives down tho calyx, 
antl protrudes its proboscis to reach the 
tompting food, But betore it can do so 
the proboscis Is nipped between two 
strong, hard, black pincers, which 
guard the passage, and once nipped 
there ia no escape for the moth, which is 
held asin a viso by the extreme end of 
the proboscis, and dies miserably, ‘The 
“rationalo” of the process is not yet ox 


plained. ‘Tho proboscis ia 80 very slightly 
nacrted between the pincers (only a 
minute fraction of an inch) that \U appar 
ontly can not affect the generative 
organs of the plant unless these 
may be the pincers themselves, whove 
actual contact may be necossary for re

On Friday lant Police Magistrate Flint 
disposed of the case of Geo, Sarr charg: 
ed with selling adulterated milk, The 
case had boen adjourned to allow tho 
court and counsel an opportunity to view 

Mr, Snarr’s promises which was deemod 
important in deciding as to the reliability 
of the evidence of Collins, 

The delivorance was as follows: 

“In the case of Tanner y. Goo. Snatr 
charged with sending deteriorated milk to 
the Harold cheese factory on the 4th of 
Septomber, 1894 I find tho cose, ao far 
as the evidence is conoerned resolves it- 
selfinto two branches. 1st—Tho evidence 
of the inspoctor as regards the tests made 
and the quality of the milk supplied. 
Secondly, The evidenco of James 
Collins who swore he saw Mr, Snarr pour 
water into the milk can, Tho evidence as 
to the quality of the milk is the ovidence | 
of Mr. Grant,the inspector, who examined 
the milk at the factory, and from his | 
oxamination there, informed defendant , 
that he was suspicious that the milk had 
been watered, and also so informed the 
president Mr. Tanner, who laid the infor- 
mation in this case. Mr, Grant went to 
Mr. Snarr's farm and saw the cowsmilked 
and tosted the milk, and comparing the 
factory tost and the farm test, he declared 
to defendant he could not condemn the 
milk, Evidence was given as to tho fre- 
quent, almost daily variation of milk. 1 Ou ; 
close exam natioa Mr. Grant said, ‘From | 
my test | cou'd not say that this milk was | 
substantially inferior to pure milk,’ ‘Ib! 
wos good milk,’ ‘From my tests there 
Was not onoush differencs to condemn 
deft.’ ‘1 maid all the milk we tested was 
gocd average milk.’ It is clear that thore 
was not sufficient evidence of Mr, Snarr’s, 
milk being deteriorated to condemn him. 
Upon this point I place great reljance upon 
Mr. Whitton’s testimony not as regards 
the lactometer test because as to the 
lactometer used by Mr. Graot Mr, Whit~ 
ton was inexperienced. 

“Mr, Whitton said, *From Mr. Grant's 
tests | would call the milk good average 
milk’ ‘I would not say (he tests showed 
deteriorated milk.’ From the evidenos I 
must say that the milk was not substan- 
tially inferior to pure milk I may add the 
Babcock test tor butter fat showed there 
was an averaye amount of butter fat in the 
milk. It was said thatthe result of the 
tests was not confirmatory of Collins evi- 
dence but I do not think I can so find, 
because although the factory test caused 
suspicion the result of the several tests 
diss.pated the suspicion and as a final 
result Mr. Grant said he could not con- 
demn the miik. This statement coupled 
with the evidence that it was good average 
milk, as stated by Mr, Whitton and not 
contradicted, forces me to the conclusion 
that the tests made by Mr, Grant caynot 
be said to be coofirmatory ot Collins’ 
evidence. 

“Considering Mr. Oollins’ evidence 
find it contradicted by Mr. Snarr absolute- 
ly. Mr. Snare denies that -he poured 
water in the canas sworn to by Collias. 
It is said thatdeft. is interested, Collins 
not interested The absence of motivais 
suggested by presecution, The fact of 
Collins long se vice with Mr. Snarr (seven 
years) is in his favor. From the manoer 
in which he gave his evidence I could nat 
infer that he was telliog an untruth, The 
same observation applies to Mr. Snarr. 
Balanciog the testimonies it does not 
appzar to ne that the evidence in favor of 
the prosecution is so strong as to enabla 
me to find in favor of informant. 

He then discusses at length the point 
where Collins stood when he said he saw 
the defendant pour water into the milk 
concludes that his evidence though not in- 
tentionally inaccurate is not strictly reli- 
able. The judgement concludes : 

What weakens Collins testimony further 
is that he acknowledged telling Me. 
Badgley that hy bad not seen Snarr pour 
the water into the can, and which Collins 
admitted wasalie. When a witness ad- 
mits he lied as to the very act charged on 
one occasion it raisesa very considerable 
doubt as to whether he told the truth 
when sworn before me on another occas: 
ion, Uollins has only himself to blams if 
I give preference to the weight of the 
other testimony against his unsupported 


statement. I dismiss the case with costa.

A Young Colored Girl Arrested 
on Suspicion. i 


|THE MYSTERY MAY BE SOLVED» 


Kt Is Claimed That fhe Dressed ta Mi 
Allire, Called at the Westwood Mouse | 
and Ahot Fi ! 
the Kame Calibre As Th {

Toronto, Noy. 20, — Clara Ford, ! 
a mulatto, who has been 


employed os tajloress with Samuel Bar- | 
nett, 1564 York-street, off and on for 
the past eight months, and Who has 
boarded for that period in the adjoining 
house, 162 York-atreet, with Mra, Jobo 
Doraay, was arroated last evening on a 
charge of boing the muarderess of Frank 
Westwood, who was alot down at the 
door of hia father’s house, at the foot of 
Jameson-avenne, on Saturday night, 
Oct. 6, 

Tho girl gives her nge na 33 years, but 
looks more like 26. Sho is beat described 
uso “yoller” girl, and would almost 
pass for a white woman, She waa born 
and raised in this city, and until two 
yoars ago lived with Mra McKay,a white 
woman, in @ cottage in rear of the Sal- 
vation Army Industrial Home, which im- 
modintoly adjoins the Westwood resi- 
dence on the north. Early in 1892 the 
cottnge wax converted into a «table, 
and Mrs. McKay and Clara went to live 
at10T Fern-avenue. Mra McKay waa re- 
moved to the Home for Incurables, where 
she died, and Clara continued to live 
in the house alone, and rumor did not give 
her @ good roputation. Even then she is 
supposed to have boen addicted to parad- 
ing in male attire and carrying a revol- 
Yer, as frequeat complainta were made to 
the police that a colored girlin male garb 
had stopped different young women in 
the streets. About this time Clarn  dis- 
appeared, and it has been ascertained 
that she weat to Manitoba, returning 
about eight months ago, when she went 
to board at Mrs, Dorsay’s, 162 York- 
street, where she has resided ever since, 
working at her trade oa a tailoress in the 
various Hebrew tailor shopa in the vi- 
cinity. When her room was searched, 
altor her arrest, a suit of men's clothing, 
several men's white shirts and a 38-cali- 


| bre revolver, with two empty chambers, 


were found, 

Detectives Slomin and ‘Porter never 
ceased workiog on the case since the shot 
was fired, Threo weeks ago a pointer 
was obtained through words dropped in 
conversation by a woman. ‘Then the 
officers went on a still-hunt for Clara 
Ford, but not until yesterday did they 
succeed in locating her. 

At 4.80 yesterday afternoon Detgefives 
Slemin and Porter entered the of 
Samuel Barnett, 154 York-streét, and 
enquired the name of a young girl who 
was working at asewing machine. 


When told it was Clara Ford, 
one of the detectives said : “The 
Inspector of Detectives wishes to see 


you at headquarters.” 

“AIL right,” replied Clara, “I will go 
with you. Wait till 1 go upstairs and 
get my things on.” 

“No; we will go with you,” was the re- 
ply, and Clara, accompanied by the 
detectives, went upstairs to the room oc- 
bupied by the girl in Mrs.Dorsay’s board- 
ing honse adjoining. There they found a 
88-calibre revolver with two chambers 


wcorted the girl to Headquar- 
where she was told the charze upon 
which she had been arrested. She re- 
ceived the intelligence very cooly. She 
was afterwards interviewed by Inspector 
Stark, and as a result of the interview 
was locked up and a change of murder 
registered against her. 

Mrs. Dorsay knew very little of the 
antecedents of Clara, except that she was 
an orphay with one sister, She was 
born and rajsed in Toronto, but both 
her parents have been dead b for some 
years, Some time ago she went to Mani- 
toba, returning eight months ago. Since 
her return she has boarded with Mrs, 
Dorsay, working for the greater part of 
that time with Mr. Barnett. Mrs, Dor- 
say could not tell from memory what 
timo of night Clara returned 
to he boarding house on 
Saturday, October 6, the evening 
Fmaok Westwood was shot, but was 
sure sho couldn't have been out till 
11.80 o'clock. “I don't give my board- 
era latch keys,” aaid) Mra, Dorsay em- 
phatically, “but let them in myself.’ 
Clara always came in between 9 and 10 
o'clock, and if she’ came in that night 
latp I certainly would have remembered 
it. 

“There's nothing In the’ finding of the 
olver,” continued Mra.  Dorany. 

Clara owned that revolver, I'yo seen 
it often, She alwaye carried it when 
she went out nights to protect herself, 
and slept with it under her pillow. She 
also wore men's clothe sometimes. 
was very masculine, and frequently went 
out in male attire, often wearing o pair 
of men’s pants u rp her dross. 

“During the eight months ehe hae 
been with me sho haa worked for dif- 
ferent Hebrew tailors in York-st. I have 
never heard her talk much about tho 
Westwood case, but of couras she din

Stratford, Noy. 21.—Malcolm Mac- 
forlane was in St. Hyacinthe recently, 
nod while there hadi an interview with 
Hurebe Chattolle, the half-brother of 
, the murderer, 

‘The half-brother keeps a grocery store 
in St. Hyaciuthe, <n appeared to be 
doing a flourishing business. Chattelle, 
the prisoner, left St. Hyacinthe whe 
his half-brother was only two years old, 
60 that the latter never eaw bim until 
he returned there last epring. Eusebo 
knew from his father that there was auch 
a brother. While in) St. Hyacinthe the 
prisoner worked as a laborer on 6 rail- 
way, and appeared to be very quiet. 
All who knew him were shocked to hear 
of the murder, and aJi the laborers with 
whom he had worked all said that 
they had considered him very quiet. 
To his half-brother especially the news 
wan 4 terrible shock. 

“If we had npvor' seen him,” he said 
to Mr. Macfarlane, “it would have been 
nothing ; but it seema terrible that he 
should go away and commit such & mur- 
der after coming home and getting ac- 
quainted with us.” 

Mr. Chattello anid hie father had been 
married three times, the prisoner being 
& son of the second wife, and himself 
o son of the third, The prisoner had 
two full sisters, one of whom js in & 
convent. There were two girls by the 
first marriage and one by the last. 
They are all married, excepting, of 
course, the one in the convent. The 
sisters have not been informed of the 
murder by Eusebe, although they may 
have heard of it. 

He bas had several letters from par- 
ties in Toronto making inquiries about 
his brother's insanity, and offering te 
defend him on thati plea. Eusebe, how- 
ever, thinks his brother is perfectly sane, 
ana asked Mr. Mactarlane's opinion ae 
to the advisability of defending him. 
After giving Mr. Chattelle minute de- 
tails of the evidence against the pris- 
oner, Mr. Macfarlane said he didn’t think 
it would be advisable to defend him. 
“It would not be advisable,” assented 
Mr. Chattelle in response. .‘* He's a bad 
pill,” remarked Mr. Macfarlane. “ He 
must be,” was the answer. 

Mr. Chattelle then asked Mr, Macfar-

and evolving theories on the subject of 
the mroplans. 

A beautiful theory was built up upon 
Mr. Maxim's duck, which has inte te 
confirmed by Prot. Langley, of Wash- 
ington, who has watched tho flight of a 
Foon, 

‘This theory, in short. was that birds 
donot fly. [tis m wonder that nobody 
ever thought of this before, and the fly- 
ing-machine nen who have been mat 
ing machines with huge wings in imita- 
tion of the bird have been shown to be 
on the wrong track. 

Mr. Maxim's machine, which cost 
$25,000, and upon which he oxpects to 
be able to soar over land and sea, has 
no wings. Neither has it a gas bag. 
Tt {s supposed to rise into the air on the 
aeroplane principles, being driven for- 
ward by an immense palr of propellers, 
Tho “planes” are big sheets set hori- 
zontally, and which cut into tho air 
edgewiso and sustain the machine by 
means of their immense resisting sur- 
face. 

It has been supposed that birds simi- 
larly navigated the air. For hours ata 
time Mr. Maxim says he has observed 
birds floating about in the upper at- 
mosphere without a perceptible move- 
ment of the wings.

Heavy Fighting Once More. 
London, Noy. 23,—Tho Star publishes a 
espatch from Yokohama stating that 
the Chinese Pei-Yang squadron of war- 
ships attacked and shelled the Japanesa 
troops who were goorching upon Port 
Arthur, the troops having taken a road 
uear the coast, The Japanese fleet came to 
the awistance of the troops ond ao 
desperate fight took place between tho 
Chinese and Japanese warships, the re- 
sult of which is not known. Tho 
Chinese battleship Chen-Yuen became 
useltas during the fight ond ran ashore 
in trying to avoid the torpedoes at the 
entrance to the harbor of Wei-Haji-Wei.

Another who served his mpprenigeaiip 
under Jules Couffe, ot the Paris Jockey 
Club, has been successively cook to the 
Kinga of Sweden and Roumania, to the 
banker Rothschild, and latterly to that 
German Prince of Battenberg who mar- 
ried a granddaughter of Queen Victoria. 
It is even whispered in Berlin that the 
conqueror has capitulated, and Kalser 
Wilhelm eats according to the dictation 
ofa French chef. The $10,000 French 
cook of the American Railway eis 
Vanderbilt is not forgotten in Paris, He 
has opened a restaurant across the way 
from the Opera Comique, which they 
are now rebuilding at the old site whera 
the fire took place in 1887.—Philadel- 
phia Times, 


Exploration of the Congo,

ten of her men as carriers. 

Avovst,—Many of the head men 
villagers, won en and children came to see 
us off. The girls cried so hard it was hoart- 
bre. king to say good bye. May God save 
eyory one of them, Woe arrived safely at 
Bihe, and are indeed truly thankful for 
mercies on the way. We both feel some 
what better having stood the journey 
better than we expected. As to our move- 
ments wa cannvt say as yet, we seek to 
wait on God,as he leads we wish to follow. 
Perhaps this change may be suflicient, if 
not, aud we are obliged to go on, wo may 
reach Canada about May, 1895. I can 
give you nore particulars in my next.

A New Treaty With Japan. 

Washington, Nov. 24.—Tho now con- 
vention of amity, commerce and naviga- 
tion between tho United States and 
Japan has been concluded, Secretary 
Gresham and Minister Kurino having at- 
tached their signatures in behalf of their 
reapective Governments yesterday. The 
convention docs not differ in any ea- 
sential from that concluded between 
_ Japan and Great Britain July 16 last. 
It replaces the old treaty of 1858  be- 
tween the United States and Japan. 

The treaty is not to take effect until 
tome timo to be agreed upon after ita 
ratification. A number of clausea re- 
late to tariff duties and navigation 
laws, and throughout the whole conven- 
tion each country is to be given every 
advantage extended to the most favored 
nation. Discrimination in duties on im- 
porte and exports is prescribed,

tim at the first shot. Some observors 
say that the fish exudes a drop of sticky 
fluid, which gums the wings of thie flyer 
and rerdera iyem useless, but as simple 
water would do the same thing there 
seoms to be no necessity for any such 
explanation. 

“The fish are kept as pots in the 
gardens of wealthy Siamese, and to wit- 
ness their prowess at shooting is one of 
the entertainments always offered to 
visitors. Allof these parks or gardens

In death thelr gay 
coloring soon fades, and they become a 
dull greenish gray. 

“They seem to be of a social disposi- 
tion, always traveling in large com- 
panies. If they have any other defence 
than their powers of flight it has not yet 
been learned. They may have some 
poisonous drop with which they can 
wound or kill enemies, or they may be 
poor eating, or asis more likely than 
either, they may be too quick to be 
caught; but, however it is, other and 
larger fish give tho archers a very wide 
berth.”

regiment of archora on horseback with 
hands on gilded bow, and arrows with 
steel points flashing in the sun, clad 
from head to foot in Fy rian purple, and

Who fs it and what is it? King Solo- 
mon taking an outing before breakfast 
from Jérusalem, to his gardens and 
parks and orchards and reservoirs, six 
miles down tho road towards Hebron.

But all this splendor did not make 
Solomon happy. One day, after getting 
back trom his morning ride, and before 
the horses had yet been cooled off, and 
rubbed down by the royal equerry, 
Solomon wrote the memorable words, 
following my text, like a dirge played 
aftor a grand march, ‘ Pehold all was 
vanity and vexation of spirit, and there 
was no profit under the sun.’ In other 
words, ‘It don't pay!"’ Would God 
that we may all learn the lesson that 
this world cannot produce happiness !

century. Oh, no! Solomon announces 
it in Ecclesiastes, where first having 
shown that he understood tho spinal 
cord, silver-colored as it is, and 
that it relaxes in old ago, “the 
silver cord be loosed," govs on to 
compare the heart to a (ig at a 
well, for the three canals of the hoart 
to receive the blood like a pitcher, ‘‘or 
the pitcher be broken at the fountain.” 
What is that but the circulation of the 
blood, found out twenty-six hundred 
years before Harvey was born? After 
many centuries of exploration and cal- 
culation, astronomy finds out that the 
world is round. Why, Isaiah knew it 
was round thousands of yoars before 
when in the Biblo he said; ‘'The Lord 
sitteth upon the circle of the carth." 
Scientists toiled on for centuries and 
found out refraction or that the rays of 
light when touching the earth were not 
straight, but bent or curved. Why, 
Job knew that when ages before in the 
Bible he wrote of the light: “It is 
turned as clay to the seal.” 

In the old cathedrals of England mod- 
ern painters in the repair of windows 
are trying to make something aa good 
as the window painting of four hundred 
years ago, and always failing by the 
unanimous verdict of all who examine 
and compare. The color and modern 
painting fades in fifty years, while the 
Color of the old masters is as well pre- 
served after five hundred years as after 
one year. I saw last summer on tho 
walls of exhumed Pompeii paintings the 
colors as fresh as though made the day 
before though they were buried eighteen 
hundred years ago. The making of 
Tyrian purple is an impossibility now. 
In our modern potteries we are trying 
hard to make cups, pitchers and bowls 
aS exquisite as those exhumed from 
Herculaneum, and our artificers are at- 
tempting to make jowelery for ear and 
neck and finger equal to that brought 
up from the mausoleums of two thou- 
sand years before Christ. We havean 
our time glass in all shapes and all 
colors, but Pliny, more than eighteen 
hundred yearsago, described a mal- 
leable glass which if thrown upon the 
ground and dented could be pounded 
straight again by the hammer or could 
be twisted around the wrists, and that 
confounds alithe glass manufactories 
of our own time. I tried in Damascus, 
Syria, to buy a Damascus blade, one ot 
those swords that could be bent double 
or tied into a knot without breaking. I 
could not getone, Why? The nine- 
teenth century cannot make a Damas- 
cus blade. If we goon. enlarging our 
cities wo may after a while gota city 
as large as Babylon, which was five 
times the size of London. 

These aqueducts of Solomnon that I 
visit to-day, finding them in good con- 
dition three thousand years alter con- 
struction, make me think that the world 
may have forgotten more than it now 
knows. The great honor of our age is 
not machinery, for the aucients had 
some styles of it more wonderful ; nor 
art, for the ancients had art more ex- 
quisite and durable ; nor architecture, 

or Roman Coliseum and Gri cian Acro 
polis surpass all modern architecture ; 
nor cities, for some of the ancient cities 
were larger than oursin the sweep of 
their pomp. But our attempts must bo 
in moral achievement and Gospel vic- 
tory, In that we have already sur- 
passed them, and in that direction let 
the ages push on. Let us brag less of 
worldly achiovement, and thank God 
for moral opportunity. More good men 
and good women is what the world 
wants. Towards moral elevation and 
spiritual ‘attainment, let the chief 
struggle be. Tho source of all that, I 
willshow you before sundown of this 
day, on which we have visited the pools 
of Solomon, and tho gardens of the 
king,

Seely would place false credits 
in tho ledger to Baker's account, and 
then Baker would draw casld cheques Up 
on the false credits, For thirty years 
the depositor had been a respected, cia- 
tomer of the bank, Both men have boon 
fugitives from justice aince last Mon- 
day, and the police aro hot 
alter them. The bank officers ontor- 
tain sanguine hopes of bringing either 
one or both to justice, and recovering at 
least a part o {the lost money, Tnas- 
much as Seely was well recommended, al- 

Ways apparently honest and trustworthy 
fud) frugal in his way of living, be was 

‘iw of the last employes of the bank 
Whom tho officers would have suspected 
of dishonesty, He lived in a quiet but 
comfortable way in hia Brooklyn home 
with hie wife and two children, to whom 
he was devoted. Last Sunday the book- 
keeper had a holiday, On Monday he fail- 
ed to appear and another clerk was put 
in his place, 

This was the first intimation given of 
anything wrong. His accounte were 
found to be mixed, The officers were 
notified and made an examination, and 
the further they dived into the books the 
Worse they found them. Seely did not 
Oppear on Tuesday, ood o search was 
made for him, It was found that he had 
fied, National Shank Examiner W. H, 
Kimball was immediately called in, 
whea tho books began to show a defi- 
clenry of cash, and hin investigation re- 
vealed the cause. The clearing house dis- 
covered that the dofalcation would cause 
an impairment of the capital of about 
$155,000. 

The directors iminediately held a meet- 
ing and decided to make good the im- 
pairment at ouce, 

The bankers who were present at the 
examination will extend to the unfor- 
tungte bauk ony assistance which might 
be Deeded in case the depositors whould 
make o run upon the bank. Ona of these 
Gentlemen said; “lt is an old institu- 
tion, had fine quality of assets; a good 
cash reserve ond was soundly and con-

hai. The news of the capture of Port 
Arthur by the VJapanese was brought 
from CheFoo yesterday by a British 
steamer, No detaila of the fight have 
yet been received, but all accounts agree 
that the Chinese fought gallantly and dea- 
perately. Some of the officers and 
men in the forte refused to aurrender and 
were all cut down by the Japan 

Tho Star publishes a despatch eay- 
ing that the Japanese torpedo boat en- 
gaged the attention of the forte while the 
troops closed around the forts at the 
rar. Then the torpedo bonta made a 
sudden and concerted dash and succeed- 
od in getting inside the harbor, ‘The Jap- 
ancso artillery in tho rear kept up a con- 
tinuous fire upon the Chinese forts, and 
the infantry made a succession of at- 
tacks upon the outer defences, which they 
captured, After tho first onslaught by 
the Japancae the resistance of the Chin- 
ewe is suid to have been feeble, and finally 
the Chinese troops became panic strick- 
en and fled, 5 ;

St, Potorsburg, Noy. 27,—Cear Nicholas 
IIL, Ruler of all the Russias, oud Princess 
Alix of Hesse, wore yestordny tmiirried, 
| Tho coromony Wie ono of the most im- 
Prowsive ever witnossed, and all the dig- 
nity and pomp of European royalty wae 
reprosonted. 

By 8 o'clock in the morning the etredte 
Wore thronged with the populace fa gala 
atti Ladios in maguilicont comtunos, 
of which whith wae the predomi mating 
abade, wore to bb soou o¥ery whey'd, tnd 
Ollicers in Drilliant uniformaé ditr'ted 
through the’ crowds on their Way to the 
palace, The whole aspovt of the elty waa 
that of a sudden awakening from thie dis- 
mal lethargy of the past week to the 
life and brightness which ia the wonted 
character of Rho mid-winter | sedan, 
Along the Newski prospdst, from the 
Anitchkotf Palace to the great Morsakai, 
leading to the Aloxwnder plate, the road- 
waya were lined with pooplowlouely pack~ 
od, awaiting the passagy of the Caar 
and the Prince of Wales with their auites, 
from the Anitehkolf Palace, 

The gentlemen of the court were all 
in uniform, and tho ladies wero Iroswod 
iu Court costime of atrawherny color, 
trimaied with velvet of a eimitiot shade, 
with long trains and ‘wearing long 
white yoils, Lhe ladies of honor assisted 
Princess Alix iu completing her toilet 
before assembling in the concert hall, 

In Nicholas and Avant Halls were o#- 
sombled the military household of — the 
Crear, the suites of foreign sovereizns 
and ‘pringes and the grand dukes, gene’ 
ola aud adioirals and officers of the guard, 
In Armorial Hall were present the wives 
of the dignitaries of the first class, the 
nobles aud thy ehiet civil employes — of 
the Government. In Field Marshal's Hall 
Were tho mayors of St. Petersburg ond 
other loading cities, the leading bankers, 
merchants and others. 

The Holy Synod’ aud the! clergy liad 
assembled at the cathedral, The Cearina’s 
ladies of honor left the concert hall, 
Where they had assembled, and procecd- 
ed to the apartnients of Princess Alix, 
Where they assivted in completing her 
toilet in the presence of tho Crarina, the 
Princess of Wales aud the Grand Duch- 
essen, The bride, with the Crarina, hud 
driven during the morning without cere- 
mony from the palace of the Grand Duko 
Sengius, where tho Czarina has been 
staying since the funeral of her husband. 
The formality of making the bride's toilet 
being over, the ladies of honon returned 
to the concert hall, In the meantime 
Emperor Nicholas, the King of Donmurk, 
the King of Greece, the Prince of Wales, 
the grand dukes und the royal princes 
Were grouped in Malachite Hall, 

The bride looked pale and tired, but 
beautiful. Her ornaments were  con- 
spicuously splendid. ‘The crown of din- 
mond Which sho wore was surmoujated 
by a didmond-studded cross, The Czar 
wore the red uniform of a Geperal of 
Hussars, 

After the coremony the nowly-wedded 
pair approached the widowed’ Czarina, 

cfore whom they offered thanks. ‘bey 
then received the congratulations of 
all present in the order of their rank, 
the couple receiving kisses from their re- 
latives among the guests. 

The cannon of the fortress fired a salute 
of 801 guns as the coremony waa con- 
cluded, The procession then re-formed 
aud returned to the Winter Palace in 
the order in which it came, the Czar and 
his bride bowing right and left in re- 
cognition of the congratulations they 
received, 

As the bridal party came out of tho 
cathedral, the aun broke through the 
clouds and shone for the first time 
during the day, Tbe weather had grown 
much colder, but the stnshino complete- 
ly removed the dulneas which had per- 
vaded everything out of doors since, day- 
break.

CANADIAN COPYRIGHT 


Tho Subject of a Heated Discussion in 
England, 

London, Nov. 27,-Lord Ripon, Col- 
onial Secretary, received yesterday a de- 
putation from the Chamber of Commerce 
and the allied section known as the So- 
ciety of Authors, the Copyright Associa- 
tion and the Print Sellers’ Association. 
Sir Albert Kaya Rollit, provident of the 
associated Chambers of Commerce, in- 
troduced the deputation and stated its 
business, After denying that he was 
hostile to Canadian interests in general, 
he opened, in the deputation's behalf, o 
rather hot attack on Canada’s attitude 
to the copyright question. Hoe might 
talk strongly, he said, because he felt 
strongly. He knew what®the copyright 
question demanded, Canada  vivlated 
tho established principles on which the 
copyright law of the empire had rested 
hitherto. If the constitution in question 
should be passed it would create a pre- 
cedent whose effect would be almost un- 
limited, 


derdown, Q.C,,  doseribed Sir 
John Thompson's demands in the matter 
ot copyright aa solely an effort to ad- 
vance the trade in Cenadian ‘reprints, 
France as « signor of the Berne con+ 
Yention, to which tho colonies had agreed 
prior to its adoption, might also com-

speaking Canadians. 

Walter Besaut said: “The question is 
® most acrious one for authors. The 
American Act hos already borne great 
fruits for American authors ‘who have 
shown increased vitality and  strongth 
since they have beaen ablo to competaon 
fair trems with English writers. Moreover 
when the. usw conditions become 
thoroughly established the English au- 
thora wi!! find their best audience in the 
United States, However, if Canada passes 
fn separate act the old, misorable game of 
cheap reprints, vieing with others, will 
begin ngain. The American act will be 
torn to pieces and piracy will bo reaum- 
ed. Then American authors qvill be 
compelled to fall back ou tho Unfair cons 
ditiona preceding 1891. Worse atill, all 
the old bitterness will come back and 
the repridals will be revived. 

“Briefly the question is this: Owzht a 
country with 5,000,000 inhabitants to be 
allowed to work this mischief on tho 
English-speaking world of 120,000,000, 
merely that a few of ita publishers may 
enrich themsclyes by rinecoet tee the 
America?”

The Chinese Army Now In Full 
Rotreat. 


Tokyo, Japan, Noy, 27,.—The firmt Jn- 
pancao army ohder Field Marshal Yama- 
wate continues ite invasion of Man- 
churia, Ite latest capture wav Fengh- 
Hwang, a wulled town of 100,000 in 
habitants, 96 milew north of the Yalu 
River, Pengh-Hwang had the repute 
tlon Of being one of tho moat important 
na well an one of tho most defensible 
position in Manchuria, In former yenrn 
whon  xoue of neutral territory divided 
Corva from China, Pengh-Hwang waa the 
chief frontior town of tho middle king 
dom and a busy port of commorce 

Tokyo, Nov, 27.—Altor the fall of Port 
Arthur the Chineao Jed preeipitaltoly. 
Tn their exodua thay consod altogether to 
simulate tho appearapee of an organie 
ed army. 

The generale and tholr immediate fol 


treat toward Monkdon, Aho rovt broke 
into two mobs, one Hyiug westward in 
the direction of Noweawing and Shankti- 
Kwan, the othor escaping aouthward to- 
wards the Linutong oninsula. Fong 
Hwang was occupied by the Japancose on 
Oct, 28, Counting ‘tho spoils of tho 
campaign, north of the Yalu, the Japan:

2,600,000 rounds of small arms ammuni- 
tion, 300 tents and large etores of grain 
and provisions, Their total fasuaitios 
hadi been ono officor and 15 mon killed; 
one soldier drowned and four officers and 
87 mon wounded. The Chinese had  lelt 
800 dead and seyen wounded upon the 
fiold, but fhad contrived to carry off 
nearly all their wounded. From the 
morning when Colonel Satoss’ brigade 
crossed the Yalu, until the occupation of 
Peng-lHwan, only five days bad elapsed, 
but that brief period sufficed to shatter 
the Chinese defence of Manchuria, No 
serious obstacle except, perhaps, winter, 


now seems to lie between Count Yama- 
gate’s army and Moukden, 
Temporary officera for the civil ad- 


ministration have been eatabliahed by 
the Japanese in An-Tung, the principal 
town on the northern bank of the Yalu

confidence to the poc Tho invaders 
are welcomed as deliverers, and the in- 
habitants eagerly furnish them with 
supplies. Similar accounts come from 
Laiu-Tung Peninsula, where the second 
army is operating, The ations of 
the second Japanese army in Laiu-Tung 
Peninsula do not as yet present any 
striking developments. -A misapprehension 
as to the place of debarkation led the 
public to look for decisive results at 
nn early date, It is known that Kwa- 
Yuen-Kou, a spot on the east const 
of the peninsula, sixteen mile 
sorth of the dehouchore Of the Pi-Li Riv- 
er was chosen, Thence to Chin-Chiu, the 
principal town*in the peninsula, is 70 
Miles and to Port Arthur 108 miles. Tho 
fanding was completed on the evening’ of 
Oct. 28, and by that time the advance 
guard of the army had pushed to Pi-Tez- 
Wo, 28 miles distant. 

Plainly the assault upon Chin-Chiv, sup- 
posing itto be defended, pannot have 
taken place before Noy. 6 or 6, If, as it 
is not probable, Chin-Chiu offered no op- 
position, Port Arthur may be undergoing 
attack just now. Intelligence is difficult 
to obtain. A Chinese overland wire con- 
nects Port Arthur with Tien-Tsin and 
Shanghai, abut has dobbtless beencut by 
invading troope. Count Eriama’s epgin- 
eers are now constructing a military tele- 
graph along the coast of the Yellow Sea 
to joju the overland Corean wire at Wi- 
Ju and pending the completion of the 
work, news for Japan must be carried 
across the Yellow Sea by steamer  be- 
fore tho telegram becomes available. The 
Emperor of Japan has established a new 
title to the love of his subjects by his 
conduct throughout the war. On Sept. 
15 he assumed personal direction at the 
| headquarters in Hirvshima, a town on 
|the Inland Sea, two daya journey by 
train from Tokyo, Hiroshima has no o6- 
commodations for Imperial guests, Hin 
Majesty lives in one room, 18 by 24, where 
he cats, sleops aud transacts busines. 
From Sept. 15 until Nov. 8, his birthday, 
he left his room only once.

Warrington was taken ill four weeks | 
ago with peritonitis but recovered from 
thatailment and whilewn the road to! 
speedy convalescence was suddenly seized 
with conjestion ofthe lusgs and the end 
came sucdenly which was such a great 
surprise and shock to the citizens of tho 
city. Deceased was the oldest son of 
Jobo T, Warringt: a, one of the wealthiest 
merchants of Liverpool, England, and in 
which city he was boro forty-four: years 
ago. He inherited his father’s love for 
merchantile lile and came to Montreal 
twenty-two y ars ago and after spending 
a number of years in his father’s establish- 
ment he went info business there with his 
ine years ago he came to 
Belleville and in a short time his business 
had assumed gigantic proportions and at 
the time of hisdeath he was one ot the 
largest doalers in dairy produce in_ this 
district, his transactions aggregating over 
a million dollirs per year. His vast trade 
was carried on sitisfaciorily to all whom 
he dealt with and with profit to himeel!, 
Be was elected president of the Dauy- 
men’sAssociation in 1891 a position he 
filled with marked ability. “We wa: sharp 
and shrewdin business matters yet he 
was open hearted and open handed, No 
worthy cause was ever presented to him 
that did not meet with his support aud he 
was beloved by all his employees. Ata 
banqu t tendered his father by the Board 
of Tiade of this city on October 1890 Mr. 
Warrington said his heart was in Canada. 
He also felt that Gol was first, 
the Queen second and Canada third.

Fisiment and grounds for sale, The re- 
tiring landlord, Leclerc, was eminently 
fitted for his work of waiting on the 
duellists, as he was an Old soldier, and 
had been master-at-arms in his regi- 
ment. For each duel he was paid 40f., 
and also occasionally served hot lunch- 
eons to the antagonists, their seconds 
nud the doctors. Another source of cap- 
ital for Leclerc was the tariff of 20f, 
which he charged for allowing people to 
watch the duels froma coign of vantage 
where they saw everything without be- 
ing visible to the combatants or the sec- 
onds. 

The casino had a greatrosh of luck 
during the Boulaugist and Panama 
periods, when a deal of blood was 
Spilled on the ground of the Grand 
Jatte. M. Maurice Bernhardt there 
avenged an insult offered to his eminent 
mother; M. Paul Derouleded often 
fought there, and on the same spot 
Capt. Mayer wa8 mortally wounded by 
his antagonist. From that time the 
Leclerc establishment was subjected to 
strict police supervision, and steadily 
declined eyer since.—London Tele- 
graph.

From this 
work she derived the impression that 
Central Africa was inhabitatad by the de- 
cendents of the Carthaginian mercenaries. 
To verify her impressions as a scientific 
achievement she conceived the plan of an 
African expedition. Then also there is, 
ae she affirmed, a strong dash of Quaker 
blood in Mrs, French-Sbeldon (her great- 
great-grandmother was Sir Isaac Newton's 
niece) and she believed that the natives 
might be approached otherwise than by 
sword and fie ball, Eight years she 
speot preparing for the work. At her 
‘own expense she fitted out a caravan of 
200 people. The expedition lasted six 
months and during that time she ex- 
plored 990 geographical miles, but to do 
itshe travelled over 2000 miles. She 
marched on foot at the head of her loag 
and single filecolumn of porters extending 
never less than a mile. The region 
traversed was the hunter's paradise, 
During the whole time they heard the 
lions roar and three of the monarchs fell 
before the intrepid commander's own rifle, 
Her personal arms consisted of a light 
weight rifle, two revolvers. and four 
knives. These latter wore powoned and 
she carried them to provide against an
